To be a sergeant in a police court in- 


volves a peculiar and somewhat burden- 
some duty, that of acting as banker for 
the receipt and disbursement of the 


•cekly stipends paid by uusbands to de- 


serted wives 
A sergeant is fortunate if 


he has not above thirty euch bookkeeping 
accounts on Ma list, and in a busy court 
tho number may run up to 150 or 175. 
The obligation of the husband to support 
Ins wife assumes a not romantic aspect in 


police court. The obligation Is not to 


the woman as her desert for services ren- 
dered or for affection's sake, but to the 
citv, that it may not have a pauper OB. its 
hand? 
This attitude of self defense of 


the community as against the husband 
colors the proceedings which a woman 
must go through before she can compel 
her husband to provide for her. The first 
step involved is a visit to the commission- 
ers of charities and correction »nd an ap- 
plication for a requisition from them on 
the police justice in her district requiring 
him to issue an abandonment warrant for 
the arrest of the delinquent husband. 


The law being framed directly to pre-' 


vent tho increase of paupers and not to 
punish tie man, the wife is called upon 
to swrar on tho face of the warrant that 
sho will bo a charge on the public unless 
her husband supports her. That is all 
bhe lias to do with the matter as a prin- 
cipal 
In the police court it is the city 


aiTaiiM the husband, with the wife merely 
as witness. She is called upon to testify 
a second time that she is in the position 
of i. pauper and that the city will have to 
support her if her husband does not. 
Under such circumstances the amount 
awarded the woman is seldom large, the 
object being simply to keep her out of the 
pour house. The weekly sum which the 
husband is put under bonds to pay her 
varies according to his wages, but more 
closely according to the ages of her chil- 
dren, whether they can work and help 
support her or whether she can get work 
and support herself. Four dollars a week 
or $6 is as high as it often gets, and 
sometimes it is not above $2.50 or $3. 
Women w ho brace themselves for weeks 
to submit to the mortifying ordeal of 
swearing out such warrants against their 
husbands are sometimes surprised to 
learn tho exact basis of the law. 


If a man has beaten a woman and made 


her li'e an almost insupportable burden 
ID her, but asserts that he has not aban- 
doned her, that he will go home with her' 
and live with her, then that woman is not, 
in danger of becoming a pauper, and the 
police justice, though he may feel the ut- 
most compassion for her, can only tell her 
to go homo with him, and have him up for 
assault if he beats her. The woman often 
will not venture to appeal to the court 
again, for an assault complaint, she hav- 
ing learned that any other is useless, will 
mean her husband's imprisonment and 
stoppage of the family income. The man 
verv naturally comes to the conclusion 
that whatever he does his wife will have 
to put up with it, and acts for the future 
very much as ho pleases. 
Aman who has 


\ decent income has his wife even more in 
liis power 
She imagines she can secure 


his punishment for deserting her for a 
prettier faco than her own. She tries. 
She opens her eyes when 'she finds the 
abandonment warrants open the door to 
so many dollars a ireek only. If he can' 
support two women that is his business, 
not the court's. Ho gives bonds to secure 
her bread, with not too much butter, and 


es back to his newer flame. It is 


couples of this sort largely for whom the 
police sergeant is banker. 
They don't 


care to meet personally, and the court 
official collects, pays and takes the re- 
ceipts. It is getting to be qrite a busi- 
ness in its way.

for Stake Skins and Kiittlos—-Rattlesnake 
Kings—Consumption 
Cure—A Popular 


Snperstitlon—Antidotes. 


"The splitting of a live chicken and ap- 


plying tho warm flesh to a rattlesnake 
bite," said a backwoods resident, who lives 
almost within ppviisliot of a rattlesnake 
den ou tlie Upper Shohula creek, "is be- 
lieved by nine out of teu of the old time 
dwellers among the mountains of north- 
eastern Pennsylvania to be a never failing 
extractor of tho venom of that reptile. 
I 


have never known personally of a case of 
fatal poisoning by rattlesnake bites in 
human beings. In fact, I cannot remem- 
ber of a siujjlo person ever having been 
bitten within my knowledge, and I live 
within ten mintttcs' walk of a place where 
over 200 rattlesnakes were captured by 
one man in the spring of 1886, and where 
1 can go any day and gather as manv rat- 
tlers as a customer ma;' desire. 
Within 


the past (ivo years there hats arisen a craze 
among city people who bpend tho summer 
lu the Piko county and other North Penn- 
sylvania mountains for specimens of rat- 
tlesnake skins and rattles, nnd I have my- 
self driven a profitable businoss in supply- 
ing hides and buttons for that purpose 
for three summers. I know one summer 
boarding house keeper who buys theso 
things on speculation to sell to his 
boarders. 
I furnished him more than 


fifty big skins and as many sets of rattles 
last summer, and have now a contract fox 
100 of tho same this season. I have known 
as much as $2.50 to bo paid for one rattle- 
snake skin. Homo fanciers have the skins 
stuffed and mounted, nnd others havo 
belts, pockc'tbooks, card cases, cigar cases 
and even slippers made from tho skins, 
after a careful process of tanning, by 
which the colors and luster of the skin 
are preserved as they are when tho snake 
la alive and ready to sink his fangs in his 
asstlietic utilizer. 


"The parson who caught the 000 rattle- 


snakes two years ago was Elijah Pelton, a 
big, double iistcd woodman. 
Ho kept 


them ail alive without removing a fang, 
and was tho only person I over really 
knew to handle live, fang whole rattle- 
snakes with impunity, lie did this daily 
nearly all Bummer nt Shohola Glen before 
hundreds of New York people who visited 
that place, and 1 always thought tho per- 
formance a singular (hie, to be made an 
attraction ot a summer sojourning place, 
especially as Peltou did not conceal the 
fact that tho snakes were captured within 
an hour's journey ot tiie resort. Ho had 
the snakes in a large cage, which ho en- 
tered and handled there at "\\ill, to tho ac- 
companiment of an almost deafening 
chorus of rattling from his viciousJooking 
pets, as they darted here and there about 
the cage, or coded themselves in the posi- 
tion they always assume when about to 
strike. 
Peltoa asserts that lio was bitten 


time and time again, but that ho simply 
sucked out the poison, and did not. stint 
himself as to whisky 


"There was onca another rattlesnake 


king iu Pike comity named Sam Helms. 
He supplied hiriseii'wilh snake;, from tho 
same den that Pelton g-ot his from, and 
was never known to bo without his bosom 
and pockets filled'with them. Ho died 
some years ago of consumption, and his 
death from that discaso shook tho faith of 
the old mountaineers in the clicacy of the 
rattlesnake as a curative poi\ er. 


"The high value that is set on rattle- 


snake oil wherever that snake is found is 
widely known. I have known ns much as 
$5 to bo paid for an ounco of' rattlesnake 
oil, so great was tho purchaser's faith iu 
it as a cure for rheumatism, and many 
believe that the oil is iufallibjo as an in- 
ternal remedy in all kinds of fover, and in 
some places it is regarded as a never fail- 
ing*cure for fits. It is on record 1 hat many 
years tigo, over in Sullivan county, the 
settlers on tlie cast branch of the Dela- 
waro got together ono fall ami killed over 
1,200 
raUli'snakos at their dens for the 


purpose of trviug out tho oil for bottling. 


"But the uses of tho live rattlesnake as 


a medicinal agent are not so well known. 
The father of one of my jrescnt neighbors 
suffered some years ago from an ulcer on 
Ms leg. Ho did not seem to ipceive any 
benefit from rattlesnake oil, so he took 
the advice of an old resident, now dead, 
and carried n live rattlesnake to bed with 
him and kept it there tlireo da)'s. Tho 
old gentleman always insisted tliat ho wa~s 
bitten by tho snake, r.nd that tho poison 
simply counteracted the poison of the dis- 
ease that was iu his birud and drove it 
out. 
How true that may bo 1 do not 


know, but it is (,tit>m that tlie man's 
ulcer disappeared, u;id he got well aud 
lived for several yejrs 
I don't know 


whether tbe suake died or not, but very 
likely it did. 


"Then theri was, and to some extent is 


yet, n belief that if a consumptive should 
bito deep into tho neck (if a live rattle- 
snake at certain times tho disease would 
be. cured. When it was found that Sam 
Helms had tlio consumption the live rat- 
tlesnake treatment was tried on him. 
From all accounts ho must have bitten 
the necks of a whole den of livo rattle- 
snakes, bnt consumption's hand was not 
stayed, and Sam was gathered to his non- 
snake biting fathers. 


"Another popular superstition among 


the old resideuters. aud ono that some of 
their descendants believe in yrt, was to 
carry a set of rattles in their hats to pro- 
vent or euro headache and render sun- 
stroke impossible. It was also once be- 
lieved that if a person bitten by a rattle- 
snake should swallow a few drops of tho 
poison itself the formei would have no 
effect. 
Not a few woodsmen 1 have 


-Jcnown always had ,1 little vial of the 
poison, which they extracted from the 
sacs at the baso of tho fangi of rattle- 
snakes they killed for their oil. to be used 
internally in case they should havo tho 
misfortune to be inoculated by a snake 
bite in the'ir tramps through tbe woods. 
But I never knew of any of them having 
occasion to use tho alleged antidote, 
although if some of them aro to bo be- 
lieved they have taken pints of the venom 
during their lives. Tho antidote they 
took, I guess, was carried in much larger 
bottles, and was purchased at the nearest 
tavern. 


"There used to bo a man named Gecr 


who lived near Long Eddy, Sullivan 
county, and who claimed to have an in- 
fallible cure for rattlesnake bites that his 
grandfather obtained from tbe Indians. 
The composition of the cure was a secret, 
but Geer would go any distance to doctor 
persons who were snake bitten. 
He 


claimed to havo sa^ed the lives of many 
people suffering from rattlesnake poison. 
Geer died a year or two ago, but the secret 
of the rattlesnake cure is still in MB 
family. 
It is a singular 
fact that 


none of the alleged antidotes for rattle- 
snake bites is effectual in capo of poison- 
ing by the copperhead or pilot.—Hawley 
(Pa ) "Cor. New York Sun. 


The Interest In Athletics. 


The universal Interest in all these trials 


of strength and dexterity aud quickiiess 
is a feature of the time. The derided 
baseball crank Suds himself numbered by 
thousands. In spite of all the mockery 
leveled at him, in spite of hippodroming 
and possible unfairness in results, in 
spite of tho fact that players are but 
somebody's "hired men." acd local en- 
thusiasm a farce, the grand stand and 
the bleaching boards scarcely contain tho 
multitudes who gather to see the fun. 
Lawn tennis, an importation of compara- 
tively few years ago, is now in national 
repute. 
Lacrosse holds its own, aud 


cricket is overcoming tho objection to it 
as a strictly English pastime which re- 
fuses to be 'naturalized elsewhere. Onr 
great races arc few, aud our prize win- 
ners have no "grand pris" to fight for. 
But our breeds of running and trotting 
horses are improving steadily, and a 
larger constituency looks, day after day, 
with keen interest, for the record of the 
judges. 
Every form of outdoor sport 


has come into distinctly greater .favor; 
and, although some of this enthusiasm 
will -undoubtedly effervesce, it will leave 
permanent traces upon our life and modes 
of thought and habit of enjoyment. 


The result of tbe progress of what, for 


want of a better term, we designate inter- 
est in athletics, will prove, we doubt not, 
highly beneficial. All these things havo 
their flood tide and their ebb. "'he his- 
tory of intercollegiate contests epitomizes 
theirs. Tlie first college contests at bat 
and oa'' were simple and friendly rival- 
ries. With tho awakening of youthful 
ambition and determination to win they 
were carried beyond the point of wisdom 
or safety. Too much of value was subor- 
dinated to their requirements, nnd college 
authorities felt themselves obliged to in- 
terfere with the single devotion to ath- 
letics that threatened physical as well as 
mental injury. 
Restrained within rea- 


sonable limits, the intercollegiate games 
and races will continue to play a part 
scarcely inferior, in their way, to the dis- 
cipline of ord'nary college work. So the 
furore over general sports and amuse- 
ments which now possesses tho public 
will pass away, as it ought.—St. Paul 
Pioneer Press. 


Superstition of an Author. 


Howard Seely, the Texan writer, who 


has been attracting attention for several 
years past by his clever sketches and 
stories of frontier life, and whose recent 
novel, "A Nymph of tho West," received 
favorable comment, has some curious 
superstitions about literary composition, 
and is unique in his methods of work. 
The most unique feature ofjiis study is a 
human skull nnd femora surmounting a 
bookcase. The thigh bones are those of a 
maji, but the skull is a woman's, said to 
have formerly appertained to a Mexican 
senorita of great beauty. There is SOIIK> 
mystery about this relic, for the author is 
reticent about talking of it. 


Tho brain cavity is lined with black 


velvet, nnd the top of the pkull opens 
with a hinge; for this ghastly box is a 
receptacle for pens and tho names of his 
heroines inscribed upon bits of ivory. It 
is his custom when tho name of a heroine 
has been selucted, and her character and 
physical attractions are iu process of de- 
velopment, to put this title in the head of 
tho skull and let it remain there until tho 
story is finished. Tho eyes of the skull 
avo provided with silver fonts to contain 
ink—tho left red and tho right black. 
When in tho throes of composition this 
skull is used, and his fiction may, there- 
fore, bo said to emanate from tho left 
eyo, 
and consequently from tho right 


hemisphere of tho skull of the Mexican 
senorita.—Now York Graphic.

The ribs of the leaves ore so strong that 
they make excellent paddles for boats, ar- 
rows, combs, torches and no «nd of other 
useful things.

As these ques- 
tions are of the utmost importance, yonr 
committee, for the want of sufficient in- 
formation thereon, are unable to recom- 
mend the passage of said ordinance." 
The report was signed by Aldermen Finn, 
Ferguson and Metz 
Under the rules 


the report was laid over until the next 
regular meeting, Aid. Scanlan joining 
Foster m this action. 


The plat of M F. Kanan's new addi- 


tion, bounded by Pine, Monroe, Edmond 
and Marietta streets, 10 acres of ground, 
45 lots, 40x178 feet each, was referred to 
the appiopnate committee.

DBCATUR AT THE CAPITAL. 


Chat about the State Fair—Peoria 


and Chicago Saucy. 


Latest from Springfield. 


A REPUBLICAN representative was at 


Springfield last night mingling with the 
early birds from Decatur, Peoria, Bloom- 
ington, and little Olney, all working 
like beavers for the state fair among 
the members of the State Board of Agri- 
culture. The Decatur gentlemen were 
quite brisk on their arrival at the capital. 
James Millikin, Jason Rogers, W. T. 
Moffett, K. Harwood, John G. Imboden, 
James C. Lake and Theo. Nelson took 
tLe lead, and soon had the situation nar- 
rowed down to a fine point, it being ap- 
parent from their smiles that the outlook 
was anything but gloomy; but it must 
be remembered that it was then early in 
the battle and nearly every member of 
the state board visible was in a promis- 
ing mood, and no doubt inspired a meas- 
ure of hope in the breast of every active 
boomer, no matter what town he repre- 
sented. Chicago seemed to be in the 
soup at first glance because the senti- 
ment was manifestly anti-Chicago; but 
whether this sentiment is strong enough 
to shut out Chicago remains to be dem- 
onstrated. It was a problem last night 
as to where Peoria would go in case she 
got left. The prediction was ventured 
that Peoria might come to Decatur, or 
30 to Bloomington. 
The greatest en- 


couragement Decatur workers received 
was that Cppt Pnllen, of Oentralia, Major 
Chester, of Champaign, Mr. Qillam, of 
Alton, and Joseph Skeavington, of Olney, 
would come to Decatur's banner on the 
second ballot, possibly on the first, and 
that our member, Hon. Lafayette Funk, 
would certainly vote for Decatur when 
he saw Bloomingion had no show. Col. 
Judy was a conspicuous figure; he is '.or 
Springfield first, but is friendly to Deca- 
tur, though for over an hour he was seen 
in an obscure corner in a very earnest 
chat with Mi. Funk. They seemed to 
be fixing things in an amicable manner. 
There are 45 candidates for secretary of 
the state board from nearly every part of 
the state. The office pays 82500 a year, 
and the friends of each candidate were 
hard at work, apparently caring more for 
that otSce than the capture of the fair. 
The ballot for secretary may cut quite a 
figure in the location of the state show. 
It is no small feature of the battle.
